WEST ST. PAUL. Minn (AP) — A spectacular 
ex plo sio n of a pro pane sto rage tank in the middle 
of a large apartment co mplex killed fo ur perso ns 
and injured nine Friday . 
The explosion set two apartment buildings afire, 
heavily damaging both and leaving about 100 
families homeless. As many as 50 cars in the area 
were destroyed Witnesses said the sheet of flame 
reached 150 feet into the midnight sky and could be 
seen 55 miles away, 
"It looked like an atom bomb," said Jerry 
Bertsch, a resident of one of the apartments "It lit 
up the sky like it was day." 
"It was one big ball of flames shooting all 
around When it went, it just blew all over." said 
fire fighter Keith Johnson Three other fire fighters 
died in the blaze at about 12.30 a.m. with 
temperatures at 6 degrees below zero 
A state trooper at Zumbrota, Minn , 55 miles 
south of the blast area, said there was a bright 
orange glow in the sky for about eight seconds "I 
knew it must have been a big fire ..." he said. 
The blast occured as firemen were arriving on 
the scene to fight a blaze that broke out on a tanker 
truck loading the 10.000 gallon propoane storage 
tank. 
Bussell Scheibel, director of public safety for this 
St Paul suburb of 18.000, said firemen had just 
arrived "and were hooking up the hoses and it just 
blew up " 
Scheibel said firemen would begin digging into 
the rubble of the apartment buildings as soon as 
the heat of the fire subsided "Our greatest fear is 
that we’ll find some bodies in there," he said 
However, tenants in the 66-unit Bellows Court 
apartment building and the 38-unit Charlton Arms, 
both three-story structures, said they had at least 10 
minutes warning to evacuate. 
A He'd Cross spokesman estimated 750 families 
were evacuated from about 15 apartment buildings 
in the immediate area for fear the propane tanker 
truck might also explode 
The explosion broke windows in several 
buildings and shook apartment houses as far as six 
blocks away Hattie Engle. an apartment dweller a 
block from the blast, said she was knocked out of 
bed “ It felt like a bomb And then this policeman 
knocked on our door and told us to get the hell 
out." she said 
Jackie Frankfurt, who lives more than a block 
from the blast, said, "I was sleeping when the 
explosion rocked our building My whole room just 
lit up It was all red. I thought a car down in the 
street underneath my window had exploded ” 
Killed in the blast were Fire Capt John Heuer. 
42, firemen Erling Armstrong. 48, and Richard 
Neikirk. 32, and Mrs l^ois Peterson, about 50, 
whose husband. Wilmer. is a building manager in 
the complex

Ore . and two in Pheonix, Anz., 
bringing to 10 the total of price gouging 
complaints it had filed this month Each 
suit asked a $2,500 fine and a court 
restraining order prohibiting violations of 
gasoline price controls

$10 co upo ns autho rizing them to buy 100 
gallo ns of gaso line, with the requirement 
that the $10 be spent o n o ther pro ducts o r 
services.

New Record 
Lincoln’s temperature at midnight, 
Friday at the airport dropped to 27 
degrees below zero, shattering the record 
low for Jan. 11, set >n 1912 at 19 degrees 
below zero. 
A reading of 25 degrees below zero 
Friday at Scottsbluff also set a record and 
tied another. 
It marked the 16th consecutive day 
with zero or below for that western 
Nebraska city and tied the record lo w fo r 
Jan. 11 established in 1909 
For Lincoln, Friday was the 14th day in 
a row for below zero readings, but the all- 
time record low for Lincoln set Jan. 19, 
1892, at 29 below was no t quite bro ken. 
Another light sno w upped Linco ln’s 
sno w depth to 18 inches o n the gro und, 
compared to 11 at Omaha, 15 at Mullen 
and 12 at Sco ttsbluff. 
Highway s Friday in the Linco ln areas 
were repo rted near no rmal, sno wpacked 
in so me sheltered areas, as were ro ads in 
the Hastings, Central City , St. Paul and 
Bro ken Bo w areas. Aro und Red Clo ud, 
highway s were partly co v ered with ice. 
So mewhat warmer temperatures were 
expected o v er the state Saturday , with

The proposed shift in funding 
techniques is intended to 
recognize that enrollments can­ 
not be expected to nse when 
faculties and programs are being 
cut The Exon plan was outlines 
to the state college trustees and 
presidents during a closed lun- 
oeon at the governor’s mansion. 
The trustees, who left Exon’s 
press conference before they 
could be reached for comment, 
are expected to discuss the plan 
at a Saturday morning meeting 
in Lincoln 
Ctiief Features 
Here are the chief features of 
the plan: 
— The number of faculty 
needed would be a function of 
the number of classes needed in­ 
stead of the number of student 
credit hours. Presently, as 
enrollment drops, the number of 
students in a class drops as does 
tuition revenue. However, in­ 
structors are still needed for the 
remaining students. The new 
formula would insure a class 
would be taught if the minimum 
number of students were 
enrolled. 
Acco rding to administratio n 
data, appro x imately 5 0 full-time 
teaching po sitio ns wo uld hav e to 
be dro pped during the 19 75 
scho o l y ear under the present 
fo rmula. Ho wev er, the new fo r­ 
mula wo uld require o nly o ne 
part-time faculty ’ member to be 
cut. 
— Tuition remissions would 
be given to allow 1,208 students 
to fill vacancies in classes 
created by the new staffing for­ 
mula. 
For a resident student taking 
30 hours a year, this would save 
$4 65 in tuition. Dormitory and 
living expenses would still have 
to be paid out of the students’ 


pockets, and there was no in­ 
dication whether remissions 
would be allowed non-resident 
students. 
Mo re Do rm Residents 
Budget analyst Sharon Brown 
said the remissions program 
would have the side effect of in­ 
creasing dormitory occupancy', 
which at some colleges has slid 
as low as 58%. Under ihe new 
staffing formula, 593 tuition-free 
students would be able to attend 
Kearney State College, 249 
would be able to at Chadron, 112 
at Peru and 254 at Wayne. 
Exon indicated the trustees 
and the presidents would have to 
decide on what basis the 
remissions should be given. 
— An economy of scale curve 
would be used in budgeting to 
recognize that the smaller 
colleges such as Peru State still 
require certain overhead expen­ 
ditures. regardless of size. 
— Cash funds, mainly tuition, 
would be distributed to pay for 
administration, computers and 
libraries as well as faculty 
expenses. In the past, drops in 
tuition fell hardest on faculty 
salaries 
Ex o n said implementatio n o f 
the new funding fo rmula wo uld 
require mo re general fund sup­ 
po rt than the eo lleges are 
receiv ing this y ear. DAS budget 
o fficials estimated the budget 
fo r the eo lleges pro po sed by 
Ex o n wo uld be greater than the 
$16 millio n spent this y ear but 
wo uld be smaller than the $18 .4 
millio n budget the trustees 
requested.

When Sarah Boslaugh com­ 
plained early last fall that "com­ 
position wasn't being taught” in 
the Lincoln schools, she ap­ 
parently picked the right forum 
Or. a pessimist might say, the 
wrong one. now she's a member 
of a committee charged with 
deciding how the teaching of 
writing in Lincoln might be im­ 
proved. 


"The co mmittee ev entually is 
to suggest at least o ne pro gram 
scho o ls can implement in all 
lev els to increase writing ability 
fo r all students in the sy stem," 
said Sarah. 


The East High senior is one of 
two students on the committee, 
composed mostly of teachers 
and administrators, which will 
report to the Board of Education 
in the spring. 
Sarah’s own participation 
sprang from the first meeting in 
the fall of the superintendent’s 
student advisory’ board, an all­ 
student group that meets 
monthly with Supt. John Prasch 
and other administrators. 
Opinio ns Sho uld 
At that first gathering, Sarah 
shared some of her strong 
opinions about the teaching o f 
writing. As a result, she said, 
Associate Supt. Ronald Brandt 
asked her to serve on the co m­ 
mittee that will try to improve 
the situation. 


Sarah said the co mmittee 
spent o ne entire meeting 
study ing the standardized test 
sco res that alerted the scho o l 
district that so mething was 
wro ng: in writing, Linco ln 
students just didn’t stack up the 
way they sho uld hav e. 


That was no surprise to Sarah, 
who freely giv es po o r marks to 
instructio n in co mpo sitio n. "It 
hasn’t been taught at all,” is her 
assessment, and she puts the

Mis s ile-Firing Sub 


WASHINGTON <AP) 
The 
Russians are building their third 
new clase of missile-firing sub­ 
marine. the Pentagon said 
Friday. 
The new sub. called the Delta 
Plus, is believed designed to 
carry 16 missiles with a range of 
about 4.600 miles, some 1.600 
miles longer than the best U.S. 
sub-launched missile. 
A Pentagon spokesman said 
the new class will be somewhat 
larger than earlier models 
The United States, which sent 
its first Polaris submarine to sea 
eight years before the Russians 
achieved a comparable weapon, 
has two classes of missile-firing 
submarines. 
The 
longest-range U.S. 
submarine-launched missile has 
a reach of nearly 3.000 miles, but 
American weapons are equipped 
with multiple warheads while 
the Soviet missiles mount only a 
single warhead 
This means the U S Poseidon 
submarines can fire more than 
10 times as many nuclear-tipped 
warheads as the most advanced 
Russian subs 
However, the Soviets have 
achieved multi pie-war head 


technology with their land-based 
missiles. 
The first word of the latest 
Soviet submarine advance was 
dropped by Secretary of I iefense 
James R. Schlesinger in a 
Thursday talk 
The Pentagon spokesman 
amplified somewhat on this 
terse reference. 
It was only a little more than 
five years ago that the Russians 
deployed their first nuelear- 
powered missile submarine com­ 
parable to the U S Polaris sub, 
which went on combat patrol for 
the first time in 1960 
Last year, a second class of 
Soviet sub with the new and 
longer-range SSN8 missile went 
into the water. This Delta class 
sub carries 12 missiles of the 
4,600-mile range The advanced 
Delta carries the same missile, 
only there are four more of them 
in each boat 
The United States now has 41 
Polaris and Poseidon subs with 
its fleet. The Russians have 
about 33 of the Yankee class sub- 
s, which are comparable to the 
U S Polaris craft, and about 20 
of the first generation Delta 
class boats

Washington (UPI) — A federal 
court ruled Friday that the Cost 
of Living Council has been il­ 
legally withholding financial in­ 
formation submitted by the 
nation’s largest corporations to 
justify price increases. 
The ruling by the three-judge 
Temporary Emergency Court of 
Appeals is expected to mean that 
large amounts of data in council 
files relating to costs and profits 
— figures that the businesses 
have vigorously defended as con­ 
fidential — will now be available 
for public scrutiny. 
The appeal was sought by Con­ 
sumer’s Union, a public interest 
group that publishes Consumer 
Reports magazine. Sen. William 
D 
Hathaway, D-Maine, and 
Peter J. Petkas, an attorney 
associated with Ralph Nader. 
At issue was a complex inter­ 
pretation of an amendment 
sponsored by Hathaway to the 
economic stabilization act of 
1970 — the statute that gives the 
government authority to impose 
wage-price controls on the 
economy.

London (U PI) — Britain’s 29,- 
000 railroad engineers ended a 
crippling 24-hour walkout Friday 
and got nearly normal rail ser­ 
vices rolling again under a four- 
day truce with management. 
Their return to the job, even if 
temporary, was the first lucky 
break for London’s 300,000 com­ 
muters since the railmen began 
a slowdown for more pay a 
month ago. 
At the same time. Prime 
Minister Edward Heath and 


government ministers studied a 
union plan that offered the first 
slender prospects of peace in a 
two-month-old slowdown by 
260.000 coal miners. 


The slowdown has reduced 
fuel stockpiles, forced the 
government to put industry on a 
three-day work week, thrown 
nearly one million workers out 
of jobs and plunged Britain into 
what Heath called its gravest in­ 
dustrial crisis since World War 
II.

Wintry weather stretched 
from the Plains to New England 
Friday. South of the bitter cold 
and heavy snows, thunderstorms 
touched off an oil fire in Texas 
and rains caused flooding in the 
Virginias and Tennessee. 
The National Guard was sum­ 
moned in West Virginia to assist 
with flood evacuations as rivers 
and creeks surged over their 
banks, isolating a handful of 
communities in Logan County 
and shutting down all schools in 
a half dozen others. 
Heavy rains of more than five 
inches in some areas of 
Tennessee forced evacuation of 
several middle Tennessee com­ 
munities and were blamed for at 
least one highway death 
Passengers aboard a Continen­ 
tal Trailways bus near Milan. 
Tenn., waited more than an hour 
to be rescued through windows 
after two feet of water across 
U.S. 45 shoved the bus off the 
shoulder and perched 
it 
precariously near a six-foot-deep 
ditch. 


Freezing rain tangled rush 
hour traffic in Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and Rhode Island 
after two successive days of 
snow More snow blanketed Ver­ 
mont, New Hampshire and 
Maine. 
Boston-area commuters using 
rapid transit were forced to use 
buses because of severe icing on 
two M assachusetts Bay 
Transportation 
Authority 
rail 
lines. 
Freezing rain on top of an 
earlier snowfall also snarled traf­ 
fic in metropolitan New York 
Roads were like glass in 


western New York state Hun­ 
dreds of schools were closed and 
airline flights were canceled or 
delayed. 
The Tennessee Valley Authori­ 
ty, which began opening 
floodgates along most of the 
Tennessee River Friday, said 9 5 
inches of rain had fallen in (he 
past 17 days. The normal amount 
is 9 inches for the months of 
December and January 
In Ohio, supplies of rock salt 
were in “ terrible condition.” 
said one official, after 13 days of 
continual snow or freezing rain. 
In Chicago, which received 
another couple of inches Friday, 
the season's snowfall so far has 
nearly surpassed the average for 
the entire winter. 
More than 32 inches of snow 
has fallen in that city. The an­ 
nual total average is 39 7 mches. 
South Dakotans, getting used 
to sub-zero weather after 13 
straight days of it. are searching 
the books for the coldest winter 
season on record. Since Dec 29. 
temperatures across the state 
have averaged 15 to 25 degrees 
below normal with the lowest 
reading of 40 below reported at 
Flandreau Jan. 1. 
Out West, Southern Califor­ 
nians braced for another spell of 
rain and snow after a brief 
respite when the sun shone for a 
few hours. 
New storm warnings per­ 
suaded San Bernardino officials 
to ban travel on mountain 
highways over the protests of 
resort operators who contend 
they're losing $10,000 daily. 
County officials said work 
crews were still clearing snow 
from highways in an operation 
that has cost $600.000 
Pentagon Spy Found In Kis s inger Staff 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 1971 
White House investigation of 
news leaks turned up evidence 
that the military was passing un­ 
authorized 
information about 
National Security Council 
proceedings to the Pentagon, 
sources familiar with the case 
said Friday. 
One source said a military aide 
"all of a sudden disappeared” 
from national security adviser 
Henry A. Kissinger’s staff after 
the so-called White House 
plumbers traced a news leak to 
sources in the Pentagon. 
Another source familiar with 
the incident said Rear Adm. 
Robert O. Welander was quietly 
transferred from his position as 
liaison officer for the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff at the National 
Security Council after his notes 
of council proceedings were 
leaked to columnist Jack Ander­ 
son by a third party. 
"Kissinger did not permit

anyone but the official secretary 
to take notes of council 
meetings.” the source said. 
"When Welander s notes showed 
up in the press, Kissinger got 
mad.” 
Welander. now assistant depu­ 
ty chief of naval operations for 
plans and policy, could not be 
reached for comment Friday. 
The discovery of the security 
breach in Kissinger’s office 
came while the White House 
plumbers, set up by President 
Nixon to trace news leaks, were 


seeking the origin of leaks of top 
secret documents on the India- 
Pakistan war to Anderson, 
sources reported. 
While the Nixon administra­ 
tion was trying to present a 
public image of neutrality in the 
December 1971 conflict, Ander­ 
son published highly sensitive 
documents showing that the 
President and Kissinger’s office 
actually had adopted a pro- 
Pakistan stance. 
The leak of Welander’s notes 
eventually was traced to a Navy

He said that government 
lawyers, including those in the 
Justice Department, could right­ 
ly be involved in defending the 
President at some point prior to 
a Senate trial if the House voted 
to impeach simply on the basis 
that they "don’t like him.” 
He said that politically- 
motivated 
impeachment 
proceedings attacking Nixon's 
performance of duties within his 
clear authority as President 
would allow Nixon to rely on 
government-paid lawyers. 
“ If on the other hand,” he 
continued, "it’s based on an in­ 
dictment or solid charges of 
criminality, then you have 
reached the point that it is 
beyond the scope” of his duties 
as president, and government 


lawyers should take no part in 
the defense. 
"If it reaches the Senate for 
any reason, the Justice Depart­ 
ment is out of it at that point,” 
the attorney general added "His 
defense obviously would be in 
the hands of his personal at­ 
torneys.” 
Saxbe repeated his pledges to 
guarantee the independence of 
the special Watergate prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski and said he has 
not talked with Jaworski during 
his week in office.

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O il Crisis Appears Bad News 
For All Except Oil Industry

New \o r k — The oil crisis appears to 
be had news for ev ery bod y - ex cept the 
oil ind u stry itself. 


The majo r o il co mpanies increased 
their pro fits spectacularly during the first 
nine mo nths o f 19 73 . Ex x o n's pro fits were 
up 5 9 % o v er the first nine mo nths o f 
19 72, Shell, up 4 1%; Mo hil, up 3 8%; 
Tex aco , up 3 5 %,; Gulf, up 6 0%; Standard 
o f Califo rnia, up 5 1% - and Occidental 
Petro leum, up a tidy 417%,. 


Althou gh it is impossible to get ex act 
b re a k d ow ns b etw e en foreign and 
d omestic earnings, it is clear that the 
biggest gains in earnings of United States- 
based mu ltinational oil companies came 
from their profits abroad last y ear Oil in­ 
d u stry analy sts calcu late that the foreign 
earnings of the major American oil com ­ 
panies were u p enormou sly in 1973, while 
their d omestic earnings increased only 
mod erately . 
Tex aco has ind icated that its d omestic 
earnings were u p only “ slightly .” Ex x on 
has ind icated that its d omestic earnings 
increased abou t in line with its higher 
d omestic v olu me — which reported ly 
rose by only 6 %. 
Howev er, the ou tlook now is for a 
d ramatic switch in 1974 — with oil in­ 
d u stry earnings from d omestic operations 
rising spectacu larly and earnings from 
foreign operations rising only m od erate­ 
ly 
Ex perts Co nclude 
This is the conclu sion reached by 
Walter W Heller, newly elected presid ent 
of the American Economic Association, 
chairman of the Cou ncil of Economic Ad ­ 
v isers u nd er Presid ents Kenned y and 
Johnson and now Regents professor at 
the Univ ersity of Minnesota, and George 
L Perry , senior fellow at the Brookings 
Institu tion in Washington. 
In an analy sis prepared for the National 
City Bank of Minneapolis, they conclu d e 
that the ov er-all ju mp in petroleu m cash 
flow in 1974 will be “ breathtaking" — 
amou nting to $13 billion, or abou t triple 
their present d omestic earnings. 
This find ing is based on the following 
assu mptions and logic: 


Do mestic crude o il in 19 74 will sell fo r 
an av erag e o f $7 per barrel, and impo rted 
cru d e oil will sell fo r an av erag e of $8 .5 0 a 


barrel. 
Do mestic 
petro leum 
prices, 
representing a mix o f do mestic and 
fo reig n pro duced o il, and o f “ o ld” (price- 
co ntro lled) and “ new” (unco ntro lled) o il, 
will be up 5 0% o v er prices in the summer 
o f 19 73 . 


These price estim ates seem “conser­ 
v ativ e.” Foreign cru d e oil prices for 
d eliv eries to the U.S. are in fact likely to 
av erage more than $9 if the present Per­ 
sian Gu lf posted price of $11.6 5 hold s Bu t 
ev en if there is some price shad ing or 
red u ctions by m em bers of the inter­ 
national oil cartel, as some foreign 
spokesmen hav e hinted , the av erage price 
seems u nlikely to go below $8 5 0 


And the White Hou se has clearly im­ 
plied its willingness to accept a $7 price 
for "old " and “ new ” cru d e oil in the 
d omestic market 
Giv en the resu lting 5 07c prod u ct price 
increase ov er last su mmer, Heller and 
Perry estim ate that the petroleu m in­ 
d u stry will reali 
2e a $20 billion nse in 
sales proceed s for 1974. 
Sav ing Fro m Sho rtfall 
Bu t this increase in y ield will be 
realized on a lower sales v olu me — 
amou nting to 2 7 million barrels a d ay . 
That shortfall will mean an implicit cost 
sav ing of $4 billion, on top of the $20 
billion increase in sales proceed s 
Of this $24 billion gain, abou t $8 billion 
will go to foreign gov ernments, the 
economists estimate, while $3 billion will 
go to the U S 
gov ernment if the ad ­ 
m inistration's “wind fall” ex cise tax on 
cru d e oil is enacted . 
The rem aind er, am ou nting to ap­ 
prox imately $13 billion, wou ld represent 
an increase in cash flow to the American 
petroleu m ind u stry 


Ho wev er, Heller and Perry add, “ With 
the aid o f sharply hig her depletio n, 
ex plo rato ry , and current dev elo pment 
charg e-o ffs, petro leum acco unting will 
v ery likely be inv entiv e eno ug h to keep a 
co nsiderable part o f this windfall fro m 
sho wing o n the bo tto m line. But the GNP 
acco untant will he hard-pressed to av o id 
finding it.” 


While d omestic earnings are soaring in 
1974. shahs and sheiks may keep the in­ 
ternational oil companies from increasing 
their foreign earnings any thing like as 
mu ch as they rose in 1973. since a $7 per 


barrell tax (or roy alty ) will be fix ed on 
their cru d e ex ports — which cou ld slid e 
u pward in phase with ev en fu rther price 
increases abroad . Ev en so, the mu l­ 
tinational oil companies are, in effect, in 
the tanker bu siness, and their earnings 
from foreign operations cou ld still rise 
nex t y ear, thou gh less d ramatically than 
from d omestic operations. 
Ind eed , it is the concerns concentrated 
in the d omestic U.S. market that wou ld 
appear likely to hav e the biggest gains in 
1974. 
Bu t, v ice v ersa, the petroleu m price 
ex plosion and shortage that is blowing 
su ch good earnings at the oil ind u stry is 
an ill wind for the rest of the economy 
liv ing Co st To Rise 
Heller and Perry estimate that the oil 
factor will ad d abou t 3 points to the 
earlier projected 5 Va% increase in the 
cost of liv ing, raising it to 8Vfc% for 1974 
as a whole They ex pect the rise to be 
worse in the first half than the second 
half of the y ear 
The oil shortage and steep climb in 
petroleu m prices will knock abou t $20 
billion to $25 billion off the gross national 
prod u ct and ad d 6 00 000 workers to the 
u nemploy ment rolls And it will cu t what 
might hav e been a $10 billion to $12 
billion net ex port su rplu s to abou t $5 
billion becau se of the bigger ou tflow of 
money to pay for foreign oil. 
In tu rning what has been billed as a 
“growth recession" into a genu ine reces­ 
sion. the oil crisis will pu t slack into the 
economy and soften the money market. 
Interest rates shou ld come d own sharply . 


The co mbinatio n o f recessio n and 
serio us inflatio n creates an ex tremely 
to ug h pro blem fo r g o v ernment po licy 
makers. Heller and Perry , who are bo th 
Demo crats and liberals, believ e that the 
po licy dilemma fo r dealing with what 
mig ht be called “ slumpflatio n” — wo rse 
than “ stag flatio n” — sho uld be to switch 
to a mo re stimulativ e fiscal and mo netary 
po licy . 


They see the recession — aggrav ated by 
a d raining of fu nd s that consu mers hav e 
to spend off to the d omestic oil ind u stry 
and to foreign oil prod u cers — as the 
more seriou s problem 
They fear the 
massiv e shift of ou tlay s to oil will cu t into 
consu mer spend ing and bu siness inv est­ 
ment ou tsid e the energy field

continu ed working on the other 
three. 
Only one person was slightly 
inju red in the 14-hou r effort by 
firemen from area cities and by 
specialists led by oil fire ex pert 
“R ed ” Ad air. They had to con­ 
tend not only with fire bu t with 
b u b b lin g 
c r u d e 
oil 
tha t 
ov erflowed earthen lev ees and 
threatened to both spread the 
fire and d amage a nearby riv er 
One of the tanks that cau ght 
fire and bu rned so intensely that 
firemen were d riv en back for 
sev eral hou rs held 20 000 barrels 
of cru d e oil Another held 7 0.000 
Three of the tanks were nearly 
empty . Dickerson said , while the 
amou nt in the six th tank cou ld 
not be d etermined 
Thu nd ershowers mov ing into 
the coastal area helped firemen 
keep the other 40 tanks in the 
Mobil farm cool throu ghou t the 
afternoon 
A strong northerly 
wind also kept the fire going in 
the opposite d irection of the 
other tanks, the closest of which 
was located abou t 5 0 y ard s away 
The fire started at 3.35 a m 
Frid ay when one of the tanks 
was stru ck by lightning. Fire 
tru cks at first were mired in the 
mu sh cau sed by the night rains 
and had to be rescu ed by

Ba sica lly , 
ma ny peo ple bla me the o il co mpa nies 
for 
delibera tely bring ing o n a sho rta g e in a n effo rt to hike prices 
a nd impro v e pro fits. 
In th e latest G allu p Poll, fou r categories w ere head and 
sh ou ld ers abov e all oth e rs in fau lt fou nd by th e A m erican 
people. F irs t in line w ere th e oil com panies, w ith 25'> of 
respond ents holding th e m responsible for conditions that 
ex ist. 


N ex t in line w as th e federal g ov ernm ent, fou nd to be a t 
tau lt by 23 r of th e people, th e n th e Nix on ad m inistration 
specifically at 19 r and the U.S. consu m ers at 19 %. T he 
g ov ernm ent and N ix on w ere blam ed on both econom ic 
policies pu rsu ed and failu re to act qu ickly enou gh. 
T he significant thing, how ev er, is that th e oil com panies 
do not enjoy w id espread confidence on th e part of th e 
pu blic. W e are no m ore prepa re d than any one else to ag ree 
or d isag ree w ith th a t feeling bu t it is obv iou s th at it ex ists. 
It ex ists simply beca use the America n peo ple 
do not 
kno w the fa cts. The co mpa nies ha v e been busy g iv ing the 
public a lo t o f g enera lities a bo ut the g o o d jo b they a re 
doing 
and their g o o d intentio ns but they ha v e been wo efully 
sh ort 
o f pro v iding a ny co nv incing fa cts. 


★ 


T h ere is only one way th a t th e com panies can now 
regain th e confidence of th e people and th a t is throu gh a 
th orou g h e x pla na tion of w h at 
has h a ppe ne d and is 
happening. T he com panies, of cou rse, a re priv ate e nte r­ 
prises and th e re fore hav e no su ch obligation for pu blic dis­ 
closu re as rests u pon th e gov ernm ent bu t th a t m ay be w h ere 
th eir ow n best inte rest lies. 
No one can force th e oil com panies to prese nt the facts 
bu t they will su ffer th e consequ ences if they do not. O ne ob­ 
v iou s consequ ence w ou ld be action by C ongress tow ard 
m ore regu lation of th e com panies. 
The situa tio n clea rly demo nstra tes tha t, when the chips 
a re do wn, no t ev en priv a te enterprise ca n be indifferent to 
the public's need to be info rmed. Such indifference ma y be 
to lera ted when times a re no rma l but no t when co nditio ns 
dev elo p such a s we no w ha v e. 


★ 


O bv iou sly , th e oil com panies hav e been indifferent on 
th e su bje ct of inform ing th e pu blic. T hat d oes not indict 
them in any area of conspiracy bu t it creates d ou bts th a t now 
need to be resolv ed. 
If th e com panies w ant to av oid th e kind of gov ernm ent 
action they say w ou ld only m ak e th e situ ation w orse, they 
a re going to hav e to prov e th e ir contention. And the g eneral 
pu blic ou ght to hope th at they do this. 
If Co ng ress a cts o n emo tio n a nd in ig no ra nce, the co n­ 
sequences co uld, indeed, be disa stro us. It wo uld be fo lly fo r 
the co untry to "g et” the o il co mpa nies o n the ba sis o f 
a bstra ct 
so cio lo g ica l 
a nd 
eco no m ic a nim o sities a nd 
prejudice. 
It w ill be largely u p to th e com panies, how ev er, to 
prov ide th e factu al basis on w hich any oth er cou rse of action 
m ight be u nd ertak en.

George Low has stated that the

ev en come u p “du ring ou r v isit. " 
He headed a scientific team 
which went to Ru ssia to begin 
preparations for the joint Sov iet- 
Amencan manned space shot, 
which is schedu led for Ju ly 197 5. 


His team u as taken throu gh 
the Sov iet M ission C ontrol 
C e nte r 
in 
th e v illa g e of 
K alining rad ju st 
north of 
Moscow. It was, wrote Low, “ a 
first for any Western v isitors." 


He fou nd the center more 
elaborate than the U S space 
c e n te r 
o u ts id e H ou s ton 
Otherwise, he wrote, “ there is 
no difference 
from the way 
we operate in Hou ston." 
As the A m ericans passed 
throu gh the control room. Sov iet 
technicians flashed a message on 
one of the large telev ision 
screens 
“ Welcome

Wh at Ab o u t Ag ricu ltu re? 


We continu e to be perplex ed abou t the Nix on 
adm inistration’s priorities when it comes to who or 
what shou ld be protected du ring the energy crisis. 
William Johnson, director of policy analy sis for 
the Federal Energy Office, told trav el indu stry 
representativ es in Washington Thu rsday that "the 
tou rism indu stry is important and will not be ig­ 
nore! in the fu el allocation program .” He said he 
was giv ing su ch assu rances on direct au thority of 
energy czar William Simon. 
And no less a figu re than the v ice president of 
the United States, Gerald R. Ford, had comforting 
words for the trav el people. "So v ast and so intrin­ 
sic is this indu stry ' that ev en slight ripples of change 
in its operation swell to wav es of high impact on 
the nation’s life sty le and economic stru ctu re,” 
Ford said. "Trav el, therefore, mu st not be looked 
u pon as a friv olou s activ ity that is pleasu rable bu t 
ex pendable. It is an essential part of ou r national 
financial pictu re . . . for that reason we mu st make 
ev ery effort to protect it." 
tou rism , as Ford noted, is an im portant in­ 


du stry tu rning ov er some $60 billion a y ear and 
giv ing jobs to u pwards of three million people. It is 
one of many indu stries hav ing "high impact on the 
nation's life sty le and economic stru ctu re" which 
are feeling the depressing resu lts of the fu el shor­ 
tage People will still need to "get away from it 
all,” bu t their mobility will be more limited and 
.trav el, recreation and lodging people will su rely 
Jiav e to u nderstand that the manner in which the 
av erage person spends his leisu re and v acation 
time will change, at least for awhile. Gov ernment 
officials might hold ou t promises to help keep the 
trav el indu stry aliv e, bu t they certainly shou ld not 
appear to be gu aranteeing that nothing has 
changed. 


America’s oldest indu stry and its mpst basic is 
the produ ction of food and fiber. We’v e now 
, heard high gov ernment officials reassu re the 
tou rism indu stry that ev ery effort will be made to 
protect it. When will the administration get similar­ 
ly ex cited abou t agricu ltu re? 


Ebenezer D. Bassett was U.S. 
consu l 
general and 
minister- 
resident to Haiti for eight y ears 
shortly after the end of the Civ il 
War. He was the first Negro to 
serv e as an American diplomat 
abroad. 
President Uly sses S. Grant ap­ 
pointed Bassett to the post in 
1869 and he serv ed with distinc­ 
tion u ntil 187 7 . 


Bassett entered the world of 
diplom acy with no prev iou s 
ex perience. He had been an 
edu cator for 16 y ears before 
being named to the post. 


Born in Litchfield, Conn., in 
1833, Bassett was the son of a 
m u latto father and a Pequ ot In­ 
dian mother. 
He attended high school in 
Birmingham, Conn., and then 
th e W esley an A cadem y in 
W ilbraham , M ass., and th e 
C onne cticu t S ta te 
N orm al 
School. 
Bassett was principal of a high 
school in New Hav en, Conn., 
from 1853 to 1855. Du ring that 
period he continu ed his stu dies 
at Yale College and was married 
to Eliza Park, a u nion which 
produ ced three sons. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
Bassett became principal of 
the Institu te for Colored You th, 
a high school in Philadelphia, in 
1857 and concu rrently pu rsu ed 
his stu dies at the Univ ersity of 
Pennsy lv ania. 
He was still principal of this 
school when G rant named him 
to the Haitian post. 


The appointment came du ring 
a tense period in Haitian history . 
P r e s i d e n t 
G r a n t 
h a d 
recom m m ended 
to Congress 
that the United States annex 
Santo Domingo as a strategic 
mov e to protect American ship­ 
ping in the Caribbean.

Santo Domingo and 
Haiti 
shared the same island and Haiti 
v iewed the proposal with su spi­ 
cion. Nev ertheless, Haiti agreed 
not to interfere. 


Bassett handled mu ch of the 
delicate talk su rrou nding the 
proposed annex ation. Despite a 
s trong a n ti-A m e ric a n 
a t ­ 
mosphere, he was able to soothe 
Haiti’s ru ffled feelings and ease 
the fears of the Negro repu blic. 
Ev entu ally G rant's proposal was 
rejected by the U.S. Senate. 


☆ ☆ ☆ 
His role in this and other 
diplomatic missions won Bassett 


the respect and tru st of Haitian 
officials. 
When he left gov ernment ser­ 
v ice in 18 7 7 , Haiti employ ed 
Bassett as her consu l general in 
New York, a post he retained for 
10 y ears. After that he liv ed as a 
priv ate citizen in Haiti for fou r 
y ears and wrote a book on the 
island 
repu blic w hich 
was 
printed in fou r langu ages. 
Bassett’s su ccess as a diplom at 
led su bsequ ently to the appoint­ 
ment of a nu m ber of other 
Negroes to ministerial posts in 
Haiti and in Liberia. 
Bassett died in 1908 .

He is try ing also to establish

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Obstetrical Consolidation Discussed 
. . . 
Move Would Free Hospital Space For Other Services

In what may be a significant 
step toward eventual consolida­ 
tion of city obstetrical services in 
one Lincoln hospital, physicians 
and lay representatives of three 
hospitals met with officials of 
the Lancaster County Health 
Planning Council this week to 
discuss ramifications of such a 
consolidation. 


The T h u rsd a y evening 
gathering was revealed Friday in 
a prepared statement from 
Arthur Blackman, chairman of 
the health planning council. 


‘ The meeting was consistent 
with the health planning coun­ 
cil's work program project to 
provide assistance to the Lincoln 
hospitals in the consolidation of 


selected inpatient services,” 
Blackman said in the brief state­ 
ment. 
Attending the meeting, he 
said, were representatives of the 
g o v e rn in g 
b o a rd s, 
a d ­ 
ministrations and departments 
of obstetrics and gynecology of 
Bryan Memorial Hospital, Lin­ 
coln General Hospital and St. 
Elizabeth Health Center, plus 
health council representatives. 
Inching Toward Decision 
The city's obstetricians have 
been inching toward a decision 
on possible consolidation of their 
work in a single hospital. 


Several months ago, they hired 
on their own a University of 
Iowa consultant, who reported 
that any one of the three 
hospitals mentioned could house 
a consolidated oh-gyn unit. 


The consultant suggested Lin­ 
coln General as the most 
suitable. 
At the time, the doctors said 
they would seek the opinions of 
one or two other consultants 
before they reached a consensus. 
Physicians Agree 
This week’s meeting appeared 
to indicate the physicians had at 
least agreed, in principle, that a 
c o n so lid a tio n w ould be 
desirable 


It also seemed likely that 
hroad-hased discussions might 
entail conversation on the poten­ 
tial for consolidating other ser­ 
vices. 
If ob-gyn services were housed 
in one of the hospitals, it would 
free space in the other two that 
could be used for other 
specialized centers. 


Blackmans statement said 
‘‘further actions will need to 
take into account such issues as 
further dev^opment of medical 
education, philosophy and quali­ 
ty of care, equipment, facilities, 
staffing, physician attitudes and 
acceptance,. responsibilities of 
hospital board members, con­ 
sumer concerns and fiscal con­ 
siderations.” 


“Issue clarification, informa­

T had 
to believe it was in his best in­ 
terest to stay in school and take 
his tests ... rather than spen­ 
ding 14 unproductive days in 
jail.” 
‘liess Than Adequate' 
“It didn't seem to me that if 


they wanted to help him .. they 
would set him back a year in 
school.” DeCamp said. “From 
what I understand, maybe the 
court procedures were a little 
less than adequate.” 
“ He impresses me as an 
average kid who needs a little 
direction,” DeCamp said. 


DeCamp said that he offered 
the youth a construction job this 
summer and that the youth 
seemed “anxious to work 
“Given a little incentive kids 
this age wall often shape up.

The youth was also reportedly 
being referred to Juvenile Court 
for receiving a stolen auto.

To Mark ' Mistake'On Abortion Decision 


OMAHA. Neb 
<AP> - The 
leader of 200 000 Catholics in the 
Archdiocese of Omaha Friday 
asked them to note the Jan 22 
anniversary of the U.S. Supreme 
Court s abortion decision with 
bell ringing, pro-life Masses, 
rallies, marches, prayer vigils 
and special liturgies. 
“I think the reason we want to 
do it is to call attention to a deci­ 
sion we feel was a very serious 
mistake." Archbishop Daniel E. 
Sheehan said. 
A year ago Jan 22. the high 
court ruled states must not in­ 


terfere with a woman’s private 
decision to have an abortion 
during the first six months of 
pregnancy. The court took the 
position that an unborn infant 
does not become a human until 
it can survive outside the womb 
if born prematurely. 
Archbishop Sheehan said: 
“If our country can t provide 
protection for the right of life of 
unborn humen beings during the 
first few months of pregnancy, 
then I think there exists a possi­ 
ble threat to others who for 
some socially unacceptable

It has long been a sticky 
wicket getting men to retire 
vuldntarily upon reaching 65 or 
thereabouts. If they’ve enjoyed 
working, they are usually 
extremely reluctant to relinquish 
their duties. 
Their pride may also be in­ 
volved, for they may revel in the 
misapprehension that they are as 
vital, alert and competent as 
ever. 
When I first became interested 
in geriatrics, few things riled me 
more than mandatory retire­ 
ment plans which forced people 
to retire at a given age. such as 
65. But time and experience 
have tempered my thinking and 
led me to conclude there may be 
certain advantages in observing 
a fixed age. 
If you leave it up to the in­ 
dividual to retire when he 
wishes, many will choose to con­ 
tinue beyond a point of full com­ 
petency. And if you leave it up to 
management to invoke retire­ 
ment on a selective basis, ill will 
and charges of favoritism are in­ 
evitable. 
The employe's well-being 
must be considered Permitting 
employes to continue means that 
many superannuated employes 
will deny themselves exposure to 
the delights of leisure, travel, 
and colorful pursuits which can 


add new dimensions in later life. 
They may claim that work gives 
them all the kicks and jollies 
they need But for such men 
work has become a bad habit 
and they need to be nudged into 
the big, wide, wonderful world 
around them and sample some 
erf its goodies 
Historians often recount the 
difficulties Chief Justice Charles 
Evans Hughes encountered 
years ago in trying to get Mr. 
Justice Field to retire for the 
honor of the United States 
Supreme Court 
Justices, of course, are ap­ 
pointed for life and it is assumed 
they' will know enough to bow 
out when they are unable to per­ 
form their duties But it seems 
this particular justice, whose 
mind was failing, simply would 
not voluntarily retire, even 
though a committee had been 
appointed to urge him to 
withdraw 
Finally, someone reminded 
Mr Justice Field that he himself 
had — many years earlier — 
headed a committee formed to 
persuade a certain justice to 
reitre for the honor of the court 
When asked if he remembered 
he snapped. "Yes. and a dirtier 
day’s work I never did in my 
life.” 


When folks are along in years 


it’s sometimes difficult to sup­ 
press the belief that they have 
very little time left and hould 
perhaps call it quits. 
They say that when Grandma 
Moses was 75 she had a severe 
bout with pneumonia Her fami­ 
ly assumed this was the end Her 
doctor said there wasn't much 
hope And a neighbor expressed 
the thoughts of many when he 
said, "She’s lived her life and 
there’s not much point in 
hanging on ” 
But she hung on She slowly 
recovered from the illness, took 
up painting, became an inter­ 
national celebrity and lived 
another quarter of a century 


In thumbing through Konrad 
Adenauer's memoirs the story is 
related that when Adenauer was 
imprisoned by the Nazis in 1944 
his young guard exhorted him 
not to commit suicide. When 
Adenauer asked what led the 
guard to suppose he might do 
such a thing, the guard pointed 
out that he was nearing 70 and 
might feel life was about 
finished anyway. Little did this 
guard realize that Adenauer had 
his best years ahead of him In 
1949, at the age of 73, Adenauer 
was chosen Chancellor of West 
Germany — a post he filled with 
brilliance for a dozen years!

“ If we’d eat food closer to

Organic food is that which is “ grown 
withou t insecticides, pesticides, her­ 
bicides rodenticides or chemical fer­ 
tilizers. It is g rown on natu rally- 
composted soil,” according to Irwin 
Goldenberg. owner of a local health-food 
store. 
To Goldenberg and cou ntless other 
Americans who believe in dining the 
organic way. modern-day food produ ction 
is a monu mental evil, perpetrated on a 
captive pu blic by an indu stry interested 
only in g rowing , processing and 
packaging edible commodities as qu ickly 
and profitably as possible. 


Chemical fertilizers damage the soil, 
they say. Pesticides, herbicides and 
preservatives all contain elements harm­ 
fu l to the hu man body; and factory 
processing robs food of many of its 
natu ral nu trients. 


We’d be a healthier people, they claim, 
if we wou ld restrict ou r diets to organic 
goods. 


“ The body was meant to have natu ral 
food." Goldenberg said. “ If we'd eat food 
closer to natu re, then we d be healthy.” 
Not Everyone Agrees 
Not everyone agrees with the health 
foods advocates' opinions, however. 


Dr. Robert Sorensen, agronomy 
professor at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln College of Agricu ltu re, took issue 
with the belief that chemical fertilizers 
deplete the soil. 


"The only way that you can lose 
nu trients is to take them away 
somehow." he explained, adding that 
nu trients may be lost if washed away with 
water or absorbed by plants. 


"None of this is related to what you do 
or don't do with the soil’* as far as 
chemicals are concerned, he stated 


In addition, he said, "When the 
nu trient comes into the plant root, it im­ 
mediately loses its identity" (i.e., 
whether its sou rce was chemical or 
organic). 


"The same wou ld be tru e of the body 
itself.” Sorensen said, indicating his 
belief that chemical fertilizers are no 
more or less desireable than natu ral fer­ 
tilizers from this particu lar standpoint. 


Noting that organic fertilizers (those 
that contain carbon) "have their place" 
when application is limited to a small 
area such as a lawn, he observed that they 
are "too expensive for agricu ltu ral u se." 


Sorensen responded to the qu estion of 
the potential danger of pesticides by 
saying. "As long as the recommended 
rates are followed, and the application 
proc edu res are correct, we feel that there 
is very little effect on the body." 
However, he added that all fresh fru its 
and vegetables shou ld be washed prior to 
consu mption. 
Chemicals Are Harmfu l 
Goldenberg, in contrast, labeled the 
assertion that chemicals used in food 
produ ction are not ha rm fu l, as 
"nonsense.

" It’s been proven over and over again 
that what they say doesn't happen, does." 


He cited a stu dy done in the early 1960’s 
by the United States Department of 
Agricu ltu re. The su rvey fou nd that 37.7% 
of the 17 to 24-year-old Americans stu died 
had one or more chronic diseases, and, 
according to Goldenberg, that statistic is 
continu ing to grow at 1% per year. 


And he attribu ted this high percentage 
of illness to an American diet consisting 
largely of what he called “ denatu red" 
foods. 
l i censi ng Questi on 
Another qu estion relevant to the health 
foods controversy Is that of regu lation 
and licensing. Is there any sort of cer­ 
tification that serves to protect the con­ 
su mer from those who may falsely claim 
that their produ ce is organic? 
According to Herb Wenant, chief of the 
Bu reau of Daries, Food and Dru gs of the 
Nebraska Department of Agricu ltu re, 
there is “ no (government) licensing, no 
certification to my knowledge." 


Organic food is inspected in exactly the 
same fashion as any other food, Wenant 
said, adding that there is no attempt 
made to discern exactly how “ organic” it 
is. 


However, Goldenberg indicated that 
there are some private grou ps which test 
soil and produ ce, and then certify 
growers who meet stated specifications. 
"From time to time we receive cer­ 
tificates from independent testing 
organizations saying they have fou nd no 
residu es in the foods we re selling, 
Goldenberg said. 
And, althou gh this certification is not 
an indu stry-wide ventu re, he explained 
that there are other non-formal 
deterrents that keep growers from prac­ 
ticing false advertising. 
"If we were to find that what we were 
bu ying was not organically-grown, we d 
stop bu ying That's the risk the su pplier 
wou ld take," observed Goldenberg. who 
receives most of his food from West Coast 
su ppliers. 


“ You can fool people for a little while, 
bu t once the word got ou t" that a 
grower's produ ce was not organic, stores 
wou ld qu it pu rchasing from him. 
A I Ail of Baloney 
Approaching the qu estion from another 
angle. Wenant allu ded to the claims of 
"pu rity" issu ed by organic food growers. 
And he said that in some cases, those 
assertions may be "a lot of baloney. 


"We don't argu e their claim. Bu t 
there's no gu arantee that a field was not, 
at some time or other, fertilized or 
sprayed with chemicals. If they say they 
have pu re organic materials, they may be 
kind of stretching a point." 


Where organic beef is concerned, We­ 
nant noted that “ unless you are raising aJI 
the feed on you r place,” there is no way 
of being su re that the grains haven’t been 
chemically-treated. 


"I don’t know how you 're going to raise 
corn in Nebraska if you don't spray or fer­ 
tilize," he said. 
Wenant added that, so far. no govern­ 
ment agency has challenged growers' 


claims that they have pu re, organic 
produ ce. 
"If they stretch a point too far, we 
might have to press the issue. Bu t sales 
aren’t that big yet. There isn’t any real 
demand for it at the present time." 
Natu ral Vitamins 
In addition to organic food, many 
health food stores — and, recently, even 
dru g stores — stock natu ral sou rces; they 
are not synthesized chemically in a 
laboratory like conventional vitamins. 
And health food advocates say that they 
are, as a resu lt, su perior. 
Not so. said Dr. Pau l A. Sotesz, director 
of disease control for the Nebraska 


DRINK UP . . . th e n o tu ro l way. 


Department of Health. 


“ A vitamin is a vitamin,” he said. “ It 
gets its activity because of its molecu lar 
stru ctu re,” and its sou rce — laboratory or 
natu re — makes no difference. 


"The body doesn't differentiate" 
between natu ral and chem ically- 
synthesized vitamins, he added. 
Goldenberg did not dispu te this claim, 
however he emphasized the fact that, in a 
natu ral vitamin, ‘‘you get other in­ 
gredients which natu re has provided. 
"There are so many things that are u n­ 
known to man," he continu ed. "If man 
cou ld produ ce vitamins as well as natu re 


can. perhaps man cou ld produ ce a living 
cell." 
In elaborating his case for natu ral 
vitamins. Goldenberg related a story told 
to him by one of his cu stomers — the 
mother of a small 
child who had 
swallowed the contents of a bottle of 
Vitamin C. 
When she called the Poison Control 
Center to ask what she shou ld do, she was 
advised that, if the vitamins were 
synthetically-manu factu red, 
the 
child 
shou ld have its stomach pu mped. As it 
was, the vitamins pu rchased at a health 
food store, were derived from a natu ral 
sou rce; and the child was in no danger. 


Use Organic 
Su bstitu tes 


Many organic foods items may be 
su bstitu ted for ingredients fou nd in 
conventional recipes with satisfactory 
resu lts. 
Su bstitu tions frequ ently used by 
health food advocates inclu de the 
following: 
HONEY — Raw, u nstrained honey 
may be su bstitu ted for su gar in almost 
any recipe by u sing half as mu ch 
honey as the amou nt of su gar called 
for. Because honey is a liqu id, it may 
be necessary to add more flou r or dry 
ingredients to produ ce the rig ht con­ 
sistency. 


CAROB — An acceptable su bstitu te 
for chocolate, carob has a little more 
than half the calories, one-hu ndredth 
the fat and two and one-half times the 
calciu m contained in chocolate. The 
carob mu st first be disolved in oil, 
then mixed with water. 


OILS — A nu mber of u nsatu rated 
oils — inclu ding olive, corn, soybean, 
peanu t, su nflower seed, and safflower 
oil — may be used in place of animal 
fats (lard, shortening, etc.). Safflower 
oil, the mildest-flavored of the u n­ 
refined oils, works well in desserts and 
salad dressings. Corn, soybean and 
peanu t oil may be used for sau teing. 


FLOUR — Because of the manner 
on which it is processed, conventional 
flou r is deprived of many of its natu ral 
nu trients, health food advocates say. 
In place of white flou r, they su bstitu te 
flou r made from vegetables, nu ts, 
seeds and whole g rains. Those 
frequ ently u sed inclu de soy,.rye. 
potato, com. millet, barley, whole 
wheat and brown rice flou r.

Organi c Cooki ng Not More Expensi ve 


Lu ella Du dgeon grew u p in a family 
in which organic cooking was an 
everyday reality long before “ health" 
foods attained their cu rrent popu lari­ 
ty 
"My mother never realized she was 
cooking org anically," stated Ms. 
Du dgeon, who noted that her parents 
raise their own beef and pou ltry and 
grow their own vegetables withou t 
using chemical fertilizers. 
Since her father feeds his cattle hay 
and grains obtained from farmers he 
knows, he has a means of determining 
what types and amou nts of chemicals 
are used to produ ce the feed. 
"We still don't know exactly what 
they (the cattle) get" in the feed, she 
said. Bu t since the animals are raised 
at home, they have never received any 
of the growth stimu lants that have 
been the particu lar target of health 
food advocates. 
Ms. Du dgeon, who claims cooking 
as a hobby, has developed an in­ 
creased interest in organic cooking 
du ring recent years. 
Recalling reports she has read con­ 
cerning food that has been con­ 
taminated by man-made additives, she 
said. "It's kind of scary, in a way." 
Althou gh she doesn’t follow a strict­ 


ly organic regimen in her cooking. Ms. 
Du dgeon explained that she tries to 
use “ health" foods whenever possible. 
" It’s a little hard to get everything 
for organic cooking here in L incoln," 
she said. Bu t she added that obtaining 
su ch produ ce has become easier 
du ring recent years. 
“ It's getting so you can go to the 
s u perm a rk et and bu y m any 
org anically-g rown 
thing s," 
Ms. 
Du dgeon stated. And a nu mber of 
local health-food stores stock most of 
the basic ingredients necessary for 
organic cooking, in addition to a wide 
variety of non-staple items. 
The only real difficu lty Ms. 
Du dgeon has encou ntered in cooking 
organically is su bstitu ting “ natu ral” 
food produ cts, su ch as honey and 
vanilla beans, for the more standard 
ingredients u su ally listed in recipes. 
“ It's kind of hard to convert things 
sometimes," she said. 
Ms. Du dgeon — who. in addition to 
preparing conventional dishes with 
organic produ ce, makes such things as 
mayonnaise and cheese — has fou nd 
that organic cooking is not appreciably 
more expensive or time-consu ming 
than regu lar cooking. 
"Som e of it is more tim e- 


consu ming, bu t that isn't necessarily 
so." she said. And. as far as cost is 
concerned, she has discovered that, in 
some 
cases, 
organically-prepared 
foods may be less expensive than 
foods bou ght wholly or partially- 
preapred at a grocery’ store. 
Ms. Du dgeon’s assessment of the 
cost and time involved in organic 
cooking was echoed by Irw in 
Goldenberg, proprietor of a Lincoln 
health-food store. 
Organic cooking is not terribly 
expensive, he said. “ You 're starting 
from scratch in most cases. You cou ld 
cook u p a pot of grains that cou ld feed 
an army for very little money.” 
A minimu m of equ ipment is 
necessary for cooking organically, 
Goldenberg said, explaining that a 
grater, salad bowls and a pot for 
cooking grains are the basic equ ip­ 
ment. 
"Blenders and ju icers are nice to 
have, bu t they aren't a necessity," he 
added. 
His store, which has been open ju st 
over a year and a half, draws its 
tímentele from "a real cross-section 
of people." And bu siness has “ con­ 
sistently increased" since the store's 
opening, he noted. 


"We sell ju st abou t everything a 
g rocery store sells. The only 
difference is that ou r food has a short 
shelf life because there are no preser­ 
vatives added." 
Among the most popu lar items sold 
in the store are fresh peanu t bu tter, 
and yogu rt made from milk that is ju st 
two hou rs old. 
The store's org anically-g rown 
carrots are also a fast-selling item, ac­ 
cording to Goldenberg, who said, "We 
sell 400 to 600 pou nds of them per 
week." 
In addition, the store stocks a fu ll 
su pply of seeds, grains, nu ts, sprou ts 
and greens — all of which are 
frequ ently-u sed in organic recipes. 
Because of Lincoln's geographic 
location, it is difficu lt to obtain fresh, 
organically-grown fru it, Goldenberg 
said. 
"We can get some organically- 
grown fru its. Bu t they're not easy to 
get, and they are expensive." 
A vegetarian who believes that 
"good health begins with good food," 
Goldenberg's diet consists primarily 
of green leafy vegetables — which he 
mixes with other organic ingredients 
in salads — yogu rt, fru it and some 
cooked vegetables.

Loaf Bread 


Is 'Scare Tactics'

A State Agriculture Depart­ 
ment official Friday termed 
reports of $1 a loaf bread as 
“ strickly scare tactics” on the 
part of a milling and baking in­ 
dustry facing an open market 
situation for the first time in 20 
years 


“ It’s strictly scare tactics,” 
said Marx Koehnke of the 
Agriculture Department’s wheat 
development agency. “ Dollar a 
loaf bread this year just isn’t in 
the real picture.” 


The scare tactics. Koehnke 
said, represent an attempt by 
millers and bakers to get the 
federal government to impose 
export quotas immediately so 
they can once again know there 
is wheat stockpiled for their use. 
‘ For the first time in 20 years 
bakers and millers haven't had 
huge farm and government 
stocks to depend on," the official 
said, and they are reluctant to 
buy ahead on what is now a 
market governed strictly by 
supply and demand 
Market Is ‘Wild Thing’ 
Koehnke conceded that the 
wheat market “ is a wild thing.” 
But he said in his opinion for 
bread to go to a dollar a loaf 
‘ they would have to be charging 
80 cents for the wrapper ” 
Currently, the official said 
there is only about eight cents 
worth of wheat in one loaf of 
bread He said it would have to 
double in order to have a signifi­ 
cant impact” on bread prices. 


In other words, Koehnke said 


he feels millers and bakers are 
just trying to get the federal 
government to “ bail them out of 
an open market.” 


The millers and bakers claim, 
according to the official, without 
export limits the nation will be 
down to 210 million bushels of 
wheat by July 1 with sharp price 
increases resulting from the 
scramble for it. 
However, Koehnke said, “ they 
fail to take into consideration 
that new wheat will be coming 
on the market in May from 
Texas, Oklahoma and possibly 
even Kansas” with the crops of 
northern states close on its 
heels. 
’Couldn't Get It All’ 
In addition, he said there s 
some talk that Russia won’t pick 
up its options on American 
wheat and he said even if they 
did “ they couldn’t possibly get it 
all delivered by that time 
(July).” 


Koehnke also said it American 
stocks did reach a dangerously 
low level, a simple solution 
would be to turn to Canada for 
replenishment. 


To shut off exports now. 
Koehnke said, “ would break the 
market.” especially in view of 
this year's wheat crop prospects 
“ We feel within a year we re 
going to be sitting with a surplus 
again." he said 
With the highest number of 
acres “ since the war years’’ 
planted in wheat. Koehnke said 
this year’s crop is expected to 
top out at an all-time record two 
million bushels

State Sen. George Syas. a big 
fellow who isn’t afraid to express 
his opinions, on or off the 
legislative floor, has a title only 
he can claim — dean of the 
Nebraska Unicameral. 
The greying 
six-foot 190- 
pounder from North Omaha’s 
13th District earned that distinc­ 
tion with an unbroken string of 
ballot box successes stretching 
back to the 1950 general election 
when he won over the longtime 
incombent. Bill Norman, by 
about 500 votes. 
Since that time, Syas said 
during an interview “ I have been 
quite consistent in winning re- 
election by a two to one or three 
to one margin, which leads me 
to believe that I must have done 
something right.” 


He said he continues to enjoy 
serving in the Legislature. “ I 
wouldn't be here if I didn’t.” 


In commenting on his success 
at the polls. Syas gave much of 
the credit to his wife, Pauline, 
who has done a lot of door-to- 
door campaigning on his behalf. 
He also recalled that before he 
was elected the first time, the 
“ deputies to be” of former 
sheriff Richard Collins helped in 
getting his messages across to 
the voters. And not to be 
overlooked, he said, was strong 
support 
from 
educational 
organizations. 
Journeyman Machinist 
Syas, 
a 
62-year-old 
journeyman machinist for the 
Union Pacific Railroad, said his 
decision to become a lawmaker 
goes way back. And he credits 
his mother, the late Mrs. Edith 
Lyle Lenhart Syas, with 
providing the spark which quite 
a few years later led to his deci­ 
sion to seek public office. 


“ My mother, unbeknownst to 
her, steered me into politics,” 
Syas said. “ When I was in grade 
school, she liked to talk about 
current topics and she’d get me 
into 
discussions, 
generally 
political discussions. She would 
take the opposite viewpoint to 
make me think. 


“That created an interest in 
politics and when I was in the 
eighth grade, I made up my 
mmd that, by golly. I ’m going to 
be a senator some day." 
He didn’t get voter approval 
the first two times he tried for 
elective office, first when he ran 
in a Metropolitan Utilities 
District election, and also the 
first time he sought a 
Unicameral nomination. 
Lot Of Memories 
With his long history of 
legislative experience. Syas has a 
lot of memories and is in 
excellent position to make com­ 
parisons between things as they 
were more than two decades ago 
and are now. 


There is “ quite a bit of 
difference” in the way the 
Legislature operates now and 
how it functioned years ago, he 
said. 


Through the 1950s, he 
explained, 
“ the committee 
method was honored and if a bill 
was killed in committee, it 
stayed dead, even if the senator 
who introduced it thought the 
committee made a mistake.” 
Syas said, “ nowadays, you can 
raise almost anything and more 
bills get out of committee.” One 
reason for this, in his opinion, is 
that reporters are permitted to 
divulge how senators vote in 
committee Syas quickly added 
that he sponsored the open 
meetings bill “ so I ’m not against 
this, but it has resulted in more 
bills getting out of committee.” 
The competence of the law­ 
makers has been uniformly 
good, Syas said, but he believes 
there is better representation of 
the general population now than 
when he started his career. 
This, he thinks, is mainly 
because the voters have twice 
approved salary increases for the 
legislators, thus opening the way 
for more young persons and 
those of relatively modest finan­ 
cial means to serve. 
Salary Was $872 
He recalled that vyhen he 
served his first several terms the 
salary was only $872 annually. 
This latter was raised to $2,400, 
and itill later to its present $4,-

800 figure Syas emphasized that 
he introduced the first senatorial 
pay raise bill and is now trying to 
get legislative salaries up to $675 
a month, or $8.100 annually. 


Each time the senators seek a 
raise they have to present the 
proposal to the people in the 
form of a constitutional amend­ 
ment. 


“ I still think the legislature 
represents too much the wrong 
people,” Syas said. He quickly 
explained: “ Due to the low 
salaries, the Legislature has 
been dominated by the retired 
and the wealthy. You still don’t 
have a good cross-section which 
would include more who are 
poor or of middle income, 
working people, and to some 
degree youths.” 
“ I ’m not saymg the present 
senators aren’t competent, but I 
am saying they don’t represent a 
true cross-section of the 
people,” he said. 
He believes the proposed $8,- 
100 salary could contribute to a 
change in that regard. 
Proud Of Bills 
In reviewing legislative ac­ 
complishments of which he is 
most proud, Syas ticked off a list 
of bills he either sponsored or 
was instrumental in helping get 
enacted into law. These in­ 
cluded 
—Taking the mill levy ceiling 
off for the Omaha School 
District. 
—Setting up a mill levy in sup­ 
port of the state park system. 
—Abolishing the home for un­ 
wed mothers af Milford. 


—Setting up a juvenile court 
system. 
—Abolishing the Old Board of 
Control, which supervised a 
broad spectrum of state in­ 
stitutions. 


“ I am probably proudest of all 
of the legislation which took the 
state schools for the deaf and 
blind from the Board of Control 
and put them under the State 
Board of Education,” Syas said. 


He chuckled when asked how 
he evolved as a kind of amateur 
expert on points of con­ 
stitutional law, 
“ Because bills dealing with 
the Constitution started to in­ 
trigue me and I just paid atten­ 
tion,” he said. “ My wife said I 
was a natural lawver ” 
Lawyers Wrong 
He noted, with a certain 
amount of satisfaction, that 
during recent weeks two 
suggested bills from the city of 
Omaha were given to him for 
review “ and after I read ’em, I 
said the lawyers (who prepared 
them) were wrong because 
neither bill was constitutional. 
The attorney general agreed 
after he read them.” 


Syas is also well known for 
sponsoring bills dealing with 
hunting and fishing. 


He described his interest in 
game matters as “just a natural 
thing. My father (the late 
William Owen Syas) was a 
member of the Omaha Fire 
Department He took me fishing 
as soon as I was old enough to 
hold a pole and bought me a 
double-barrel shotgun when I 
was nine years old. Since he had 
every other day off, we went 
fishing every oth,er day in the 
summer, and in the fall we went 
hunting a lot.” 
As the interview was drawing 
to a close, Syas said one big 
difference in society now, com­ 
pared with 20 years ago, is its 
permissiveness. He has gone 
along with many changes but 
was reminded that he still favors 
a crewcut hair fashion. 
“ Even that might change,” he 
said. “ My wife has been after me 
fo| five yegrs to let ^ grow.

Oil Industry 
To Hit Back

New York - The oil industry 
is mounting a counterattack to 
attempt to halt the growing 
criticism being directed at it by 
Congress, the news media and 
the public. 
At the same time, Exxon 
Corp, the world s largest oil 
company, announced price in­ 
creases, effective Saturday, that 
followed similar actions in re­ 
cent days by other major oil 
companies 
Exxon said it was raising its 
gasoline prices by 0 7c a gallon 
and its prices for distillate 
products, including home- 
heating oil. by 5.1c a gallon. 
It was learned that the 
American Petroleum Institute 
planned to begin holding within 
the next two weeks a series of 
regular news conferences to rep­ 
ly to criticisms by Congress of 
the industry's conduct. 
Individual companies are also 
stepping up their responses to 
criticism. 
Their reactions are also 
believed likely to involve the 
plowing back of a considerable 
amount of profits into the search 
for new oil These actions may 
take some of the steam out of 
the demands for excess profit 


U.S. Sugar 
Quota Up 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department an­ 
nounced Friday an increase of 
500.000 short tons in the 1974 
U.S. sugar quota, raising it to 
12 5 million tons 
Officials said the increase was 
mandatory under law to help 
dampen rising sugar prices. The 
Sugar Act requires the annual 
quota to be raised whenever the 
spot price of raw sugar in New 
York exceeds an *‘objective” 
price by 10 per cent or more. 


‘‘Todav’s action should in­ 
crease the movement of addi­ 
tional 
raw 
sugar 
into 
the 
United States in nearby months 
and also aid in carrying out the 
price objective of the Sugar 
Act,” the department said 
The increase of 500,000 tons in­ 
cluded an allocation of 86,666 
tons to the mainland cane sugar 
area of Florida and Louisiana.

“ We are deeply concerned 
that people may be making 
government decisions, business 
decisions, and personal decisions 
on the assumption that the 
energy shortage is contrived by 
the oil companies,” he said 
“ This would be a serious mis­ 
take and could lead to a 
worsening of the energy supply 
problem. Among other things it 
could convince the public to 
decide not to moderate their use 
of energy in the belief that the 
problem would soon go away.” 
Mobil’s statistics disclosed 
that the company’s crude oil 
stocks stood at 16.2 million 
barrels on Dec 31 compared with 
17.2 million barrels in 1972. 
Gasoline stocks were 15 million 
barrels against 15.2 million the 
year before, while distillate 
stocks were 23 7 million barrels 
compared with 16.2 million a 
year earlier. 
Figures of Indiana Standard 
showed gasoline stocks of 21.3 
million barrels on Dec. 31 com­ 
pared with 19 million barrels a 
year earlier. Distillate fuel oil 
stocks were 21.5 million barrels 
this year against 17 9 million 
barrels a year ago. Crude oil 
stocks were 20 million barrels 
compared with 20 5 million a 
year earlier 
Gulf reported crude oil stocks 
and supplies in shipment at 18 48 
million barrels Jan. 1 compared 
with 16.7 million barrels in 1972. 
Gasoline stocks this year were 
16 87 million barrels against 
17.21 million. Distillate supplies 
stood at 16 44 million barrels 
against 16 03 million barrels a 
year earlier. 


Shell announced that, as of 
Jan. 1, its crude oil inventory 
was 20 2 million barrels, up 700,- 
000 from a year ago. Its motor- 
gasoline inventory was 17 4

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Pravda Criticizes State, Party

R\ HEDRICK SMITH 
Moscow — Pravda. in a major 
oommontarv urging greater ef­ 
ficiency for the sluggish Soviet 
economy, took the unusual step 
Friday of criticizing the 
prestigious State Planning Com­ 
mission and Communist Pam 
officials for interfering too much 
in the daily operations of Soviet 
industrial enterprises 


The lengthy article in the 
authoritative Communist Party 
dally, taken together with other 
recent articles, indicated that 
problems of économie planning 
and management were a key 
topic at the December plenum of 
the part>’s Central Committee. 


The Pravda article, coming on 
the heels of others last fall which 
gave vent to the frustrations of 
some 
industrial enterprise 
managers, urged that executives 
take more responsibility 
themselves and stop referring 
decisions unnecessarily to 
Moscow 


To some Western spec ialists, 
there were echoes of the 
economic reforms of 1965 which 
gave more authority to industrial 
managers of the spot but later 
fell into disuse Others found the 
current policy line still unclear 
but suggested that probably the 
most significant debate over 
economic management and ad­ 
ministration since 1965 is now 
underway within the Soviet par­ 
ty. government and industrial 
leadership 
Leonid 1 Brezhnev, the Com­ 


munist Party leader, has already 
thrown his weight behind a 
program to industrialize Soviet 
agriculture through farm con­ 
glomerates known as inter- 
collective farm enterprises They 
will handle construction, power 
development, animal breeding 
and food processing for several 
different collective farms in the 
interests of efficiency Some are 
now in existence in Moldavia, 
Latvia and elsewhere. 
But in the industrial sector, 
where similar conglomerates, 
known as industrial associations, 
were given official blessing by a 
Communist Party degree last 
March, the picture is still un­ 
clear Rut the party leadership s 
unhappiness with the present 
type of management and level of 
industrial efficiency has been 
mnde clear recently 
An important article in mid- 
November by a bright young 
economist, Prof. G. G. 
Agcnhegyan of Novosibirsk, 
reported that 90% of 1,064 direc­ 
tors of industrial enterprises 
polled by his institute asserted 
that they needed more latitude 
to make economic decisions. 
Eighty per cent reportedly com­ 
plained that higher authorities 
were interfering in their 
management problems, thus im­ 
peding produrtion. 
A report in Pravda after the 
December party meeting 
asserted that the chief tasks for 
upgrading the efficiency of the 
economy were “to improve plan­ 
ning and to do away with 
violations of discipline concer­ 
ning plans" and to improve the 
quality of management. 


Friday's article, by Viktor G. 
Afanasiev, the first deputy chief 
editor of Pravda and for 13 years 
a theoretician at the Academy of 
Social Sciences under the party's 
Central Committee, filled in 
more details of the party’s 
criticism 
"The Union Gosplan. the cen­ 
tral organs of economic manage­ 
ment must resolutely cease in­ 
terfering in the operational af­ 
fairs of enterprises and 
associations and concentrate 
their attention and efforts on 
short-term and long-term plan­ 
ning. on the solution of strategic 
tasks of development of 
branches (of industry), of the 
national economy as a whole," 
Afanasiev wrote 
Similar criticism was directed 
at unspecified party officials 
with citations from l,enin saying 
that the party should “leave the 
general leadership of labor to 
state (government) organs 
without the present, very often, 
irregular and very often petty in­ 
terference. ” 
“One can still encounter sub­ 
stitution, duplication by party 
organs of the functions of 
economic organs of management 
which on the one hand distracts 
party committees from fulfilling 
their specific tasks and on the 
other gives birth to irrespon­ 
sibility of the leaders of other 
organizations, (and) enable them 
to cloak their lack of managerial 
skill with the authority of the 
party ” 
The Pravda article ad­ 
monished industrial managers to 
halt the practice of unnecessarily 
"putting the solution of local 


problems on the center’’ 
(Moscow) and depending on 
higher-ups for initiative. 
Nonetheless, Pravda did not 
specify what added authority 
should he given to plant 
managers in the interests of ef­ 
ficiency and some decentraliza­ 
tion of derision-making. 
As with some other recent 
commentators, 
Afanasiev 
emphasized the need for new in­ 
dicators of plan fulfillment that 
would put greater stress on the 
quality of output instead of mere 
volume, and he called for 
stricter sanctions against in­ 
dustrial managers whose plants 
put out low-quality goods that 
are unsalable. 
He contended that one reason 
why the Soviet economy was not 
performing as efficiently as 
desired was that the plan “ is 
oriented first of all on quan­ 
titative indexes, on gross output, 
and does not stimulate the in­ 
crease of quality of production 
to a sufficient degree ” 
Another reason for inneficien- 
ries, he said, was “ the hegemony 
of the supplier,” which forces 
customers to take goods in short 
supply regardless of quality 
because producers know they 
have no alternative. 
The December party meeting, 
he said, determined that 
“ powerful levers” exist for 
stimulating greater efficiency, 
without specifying them. His 
own discussion was more broad­ 
ly based, largely skirting the 
vital issue of how prices are to 
be set and changed, and merely 
setting out the broad outlines of 
the debate under way.

DETROIT (AP) — The gasoline shor­ 
tage has brought the used car market 
crashing down on dealers this winter. 
From coast to coast the lament is the 
same: they can t sell the big cars already 
in stock and they can’t get small cars to 
sell. 
An Associated Press survey also shows 
that the price of the big used car is drop­ 
ping almost every day it sits on the lot, 
while the price of compacts, which use 
less fuel, is climbing. 
" I’m strongly considering filling some 
large cars with dirt and using them as 
planters," said Bruce McDaniel of 
Columbia Ford in Longview, Wash. 
The situation has prompted dealers to 
lay off salesmen temporarily in some 
parts of the country The large cars 
traditionally have been the money 
makers for dealers. 
Big car prices dipped “ noticably" after 
President Nixon warned of future gas­ 
oline shortages in a November message to 
the nation, said Stephen Kurland of 
Kurland Cadillac-Oldsmobile in Nanuet, 
N Y. “The buyer became more selective; 
it’s a buyers’ market now. " 
Paul Bloom of Ketcham Oldsmobile in 
Raytown, Mo., agreed, adding quickly. 
“ A smart buyer could make a good deal 
on a large used car." 
The wholesale price of a 1972 Chevrolet 
Impala last January was about $3,100. ac­ 
cording to a Seattle car auction dealer 
Two months ago the price was down to 
$2.350 and now it’s as low as $1,550. he 
said. 
A 1972 Ford Pinto, on the other hand. 


worth mavhe $1,250 a year ago at auction, 
brings close to $1,650 now A Miami 
Volkswagen dealer says a 1969 Beetle 
selling at $1.300 to $1.600 a year ago might 
bring $100 more today. 
Used cars normally depreciate in value 
bv several hundreds of dollars each year 
Used car dealers and Big Three 
analysts agree that until the American 
consumer is assured gasoline will be 
available in the next few years, auto sales 
are going to suffer. 
"We are hopeful the uncertainties will 
crystallize very soon, enabling the 
economy to continue its normal growth 
pattern,” said Mack W Worden, General 
Motors vice president for marketing 
But Charles Goodman of Brooklyn 
Auto Sales in New York said he expects 
the situation to worsen 
"There’ll be a tremendous shortage of 
small cars in the springtime,” he said 
"We re trying to sto<k up on them right 
now. but we can’t buy enough " 
Almost all dealers report they can 
move small cars — when they are 
available — much more quickly than 
large cars, although Dave Bradley of 
Center Ford in Spokane, Wash., said 
some of his rural customers are taking ad­ 
vantage of "bargain prices." 
"The farmers have had a good year and 
they're spending.” Bradley said. “ They 
feel they’ll be able to get the gas. 
“ A lot of people say they would rather 
drive half the time and have a luxury car 
rather than drive a small one. I do the 
same thing — I drive an LTD. I just don t 
do all the running around I used to." 


Other dealers say they think twice 
before taking a large car in trade at all 
"A man comes in with a ’72 (Buick) 
Electra and by all rights it should be 
worth $3.200 But if I allow a trade of $2.- 
500, it's my car — because large cars 
aren't moving and I won't be able to sell 
it at any price," said a discouraged 
salesman at Seidle Auto in Miami. 
Like the new car dealer, the used car 
salesman's big profit comes off the high- 
priced large car sales. 
Merlin Meier of Plaza Motors in Kan­ 
sas City. Kan., said the last two months, 
with sales off 50 per cent, have been his 
worst in 15 years. 
A Buick dealer in Miami said he 
stocked more than 900 cars to carry him 
through November, December and 
January, but so far he has sold just 120 
At Kurland Cadillac-Olds, Kurland has 
cut his sales force from seven to five 
Lem Upole sells new and used motor 
homes at Stanfield Chevrolet in Detroit 
and reports sales are off 40 per cent on 
both He would like to believe the market 
will bounce back in the spring, but con­ 
cedes. " I’m always worried when I'm not 
selling." 
Dealers report there has not been much 
"trading down" from large to small cars, 
partly because they cannot offer much for 
the "gas guzzler” and partly because they 
don't have much available in compacts. 


‘ Our Cadillac buyer is still a Cadillac 
buyer," Kurland said ‘in most cases, 
though, he’s paying considerably less for 
the privilege."

Twenty-seven more brands of 
canned mushrooms posing a 
potential public health hazard 
are being recalled from the 
market, the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration announced Friday. 
Tests of four-ounce cans 
packed by Mount Laurel 
Packing Corp . Temple. Pa , 
before Oct. 1, 1973, disclosed the 
presence of spores which could 
develop botulinum toxin, the 
FDA said. 
The toxin can cause botulism 
poisoning which may be fatal un­ 
less diagnosed and treated 
promptly. 
Consumers were advised to 


consult a doctor if they 
experience food poisoning symp­ 
toms after eating one of the 
recalled products. The FDA said 
they should not eat or throw 
away the mushrooms, but return 
them to the grocery store where 
purchased. 
Mount Laurel began recalling 
its own and 17 other private 
label brands last week after the 
underprocessing problem was 
discovered. The FDA said it 
learned more recently of 27 ad­ 
ditional supplied by the firm 
The recalled cans can be iden­ 
tified by a one-line code of 
numbers and letters on the lid. 
Mount Laurel changed its 


processing methods after Oct. 1 
and subsequent production, 
identified by a two-line code 
which includes the letters MTL 
are not being recalled, the FDA 
said.

Secret Service Seizes Paper' s 


Cartoon Negatives, Print Plates 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
The U.S. Secret Service con­ 
fiscated from a newspaper 
Friday a syndicated cartoon with 
drawings of three $1 bills and the 
caption: "Administration's gas­ 
oline ration stamps." 
The Secret Service confiscated 
negatives and printing plates of 
the cartoon from The Salt Lake 
Tribune, and agent Anthony 
Sherman said the action was 
routine. The cartoon had 
appeared in the newspaper's 
Friday editions. 
Sherman said no further ac­ 
tion is usually taken in such 
cases because "very obviously 
there’s no intent to defraud, 
there's no intent to counterfeit." 
But he said the cartoon, by 
Los Angeles Times artist Paul 
Conrad, is in violation of laws 
forbidding reproduction of U.S. 
currency. 
He said 
the 


g o v ernment's co ncern is tha t it 
the pla tes “ were sto len, lo st, o r 
g o t into the wro ng ha nds, they 
mig ht be used elsewhere fo r the 
WTo ng purpo ses.” 
Each bill in the cartoon was 
altered to bear the line: “One 
Dollar Per Gallon.” 
A spokesman for the 
publishers of the Tribune said 
the newspaper had agreed to get 
the negatives and other 
materials together so an agent 
could pick them up. 
Except for the altered words, 
the bills in the cartoon appear to 
be nearly exact replicas of $1 
bills, reduced by one-quarter in­ 
ch. 
"Who’s going to try to spend 
our editorial page?” the Tribune 
spokesman said. 
In Los Angeles, cartoonist 
Conrad said he had not been con­ 
tacted by anbody. 


"I've used one dollar bills 
before and there was never any 
problem,” he said. "I had the 
engravers copy one dollar and 
then I redid it so it would read 
one dollar per gallon at the bot­ 
tom.” 


Sherman said he had not acted 
upon direction of Secret Service 
headquarters in Washington, 
D C., and did not know what Los 
Angeles agents were doing about 
the matter. 


In Washington, the Secret Ser­ 
vice said it concurred with Sher­ 
man’s opinion that the cartoon 
was a violation, but a spokesman 
said he knew of no other action 
planned at other newspapers. He 
said the Secret Service was con­ 
tacting other U.S. attorneys to 
determine whether they wanted 
to act in their areas. 
Sextuplets' Survival Chances Good 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa 
(AP) — Sextuplets born on 
Friday to a 25-vear-old woman 
who took fertility drugs entered 
the critical first 40 hours of life 
with a good chance of survival, 
doctors said. 


Three bovs and three girls 
were born by Caesarian section 
to Susan Rosenkowitz at Mow­ 
bray Maternity Hospital after a 
full nin-month pregnancy. They 
ranged in weight from 2V2 
pounds to 4V2 pounds. 
Mrs. Rosenkowitz and her 
businessman husband. Colin, 
have two other children, a 6- 
vear-old daughter and a 2-year- 
old son. 
She was reported in satisfac­ 
tory condition. Doctors said all 
the babies were well formed 
though one was considerably 


smaller than the others. All had 
brown hair and needed 
assistance to begin breathing. 


The babies were delivered at 
half-minute intervals, handled as 
little as possible, placed in in­ 
cubators and fed intravenously. 
Mrs. Rosenkowitz had spent 
most of the last two months con­ 
fined to bed after x-rays in­ 
dicated she could expect six 
babies. She was given a muscle- 
relaxing drug called or- 
ciprinaline, developed in South 
Africa, to stave off premature 
delivery. 
Medical experts reckon the 
odds on giving birth to sextuplets 
are around 8 billion to one. 
New fertility drugs, however, 
have brought multiple births to a 
number of women seeking the 
answer to sterility 


The last recorded woman to 
give birth to sextuplets was Mrs. 
Eugene Stanek of Denver, Colo, 
in September. Five of the 
children survived. 
Britain has recorded two 
sextuplet births in recent years, 
instant families of four girls and 
two boys to Mrs. Sheila Thorns 
of Birmingham in October 1968, 
and five girls and a boy to Mrs. 
Rosemary Letts in December 
1969. 
Quints have arrived on at least 
half a dozen occasions, including 
a multiple birth in Jerusalem 
which earned the mother, 
Hadassah Berman, special con­ 
gratulations from Israeli 
Premier Golda Meir. 
Mrs. Geraldine Brodrick, 29, 
of Sydney, Australia bore nine 
nontuplets,” the word coined 
to describe her babies.

New York — According to the 
joke making the rounds of the 
more cynical international finan­ 
ciers. Arab oil producers should 
be encouraged to use their wind­ 
fall revenues to buy up the stock 
of great American corporations, 
and then the corporations could 
simply be nationalized. 
Beyond this arch suggestion, 
there is little levity these days 
about 
the 
convulsions 
threatening the world monetary 
system, one of the more 
awesome side-effects of the 
energy crisis. 


Scholars have dusted off their 
copies of Ricardo and Mill to 
“ conceptualize” anew the in­ 
teractions of industrial society 
with the sources of raw 
materials. New theories of a 
revised international division of 
labor are sprouting; the lines 
between the “ rich” nations and 
the “ poor" nations, so firmly in 
place for decades, are up for re- 
evamination. 


Serious analysis of the new- 
financial situation created by the 
near-quintupling of crude oil 


prices in the past year has only 
begun, and things are not quite 
wtiat they seem. To speak, for 
instance, of an outflow from the 
industrial world of $700 billion 
— or some such audacious figure 
— over the rest of the decade is 
somewhat misleading. 
In the first place, much of that 
money would return to capital 
investment and purchases of 
manufactured goods. 
Second, these projections 
assume that the price of oil will 
remain constant over years — in 
fact, it will probably rise and 
then drop below today’s inflated 
levels. 
Finally, though it is hard to 
measure right now demand for 
petroleum products has its 
elasticity, alongside the vivid 
elasticity of supply, as the price 
effects are felt, demand — over 
time — would predictably 
decline. 


The question remains, and un­ 
derlies ihe current threat of con­ 
vulsions: What will the oil 
producing countries do with 
their burgeoning billions, 
however much they manage to 
amass? 
For some, notably Indonesia, 
Algeria and Nigeria, there need 
be little problem The added 


government revenues can be 
readily applied to internal 
development programs which 
have long been stymied by lack 
of local investment capital. 
This year’s oil revenues for 
populous Indonesia are es­ 
timated at only $7 per capita, for 
Venezuela, $250 The ambitious 
Iranian development program, 
the shah’s “ white revolution.” 
can be accelerated somewhat in 
its target dates. 
Assuming that the leaders 
resist the temptation to acquire 
ever shinier military devices, at 
least some economies and 
peoples in the third world stand 
to benefit; some of the so-called 
rich countries' “ foreign aid” 
would be channeled through the 
oil markets rather than the 
governmental dole. 
The severe problem is raised 
by just five oil countries, all of 
them Arab: Saudi Arabia, Qatar, 
Abu Dhabi, Kuwait and Libya. 
These will amass revenues well 
beyond 
th eir dom estic 
requirements or even absorptive 
capacities. 
Abu Dhabi, for instance, with 
a population of some 46,000 
already has per capita oil 
revenues of nearly $23,000. 


The World Bank estimates 


that the net foreign assets of 
these five countries, after deduc­ 
ting for maximum internal 
development programs, is rising 
from $5 billion in 1970 to $20 
billion last year, to perhaps $280 
billion by 1980, 


A prime target for investment 
of these revenues is the oil in­ 
dustry itself, within and without 
the producing countries’ 
borders. Another would be 
projects for developing alternate 
energy sources, thus parlaying 
today 's oil bonanza into the post­ 
petroleum future, 
Venezuela has proposed crea­ 
tion of a new International 
Development Bank, to help 
spread the oil riches among less 
fortunate countries. Moslem 
leaders have already created an 
International Islamic Bank 
The fact remains that, for the 
foreseeable future, much of the 
new oil revenues will remain in 
short-term assets in the 
traditional financial centers. 
Already about 6% of world 
liquidity is in the hands of the 
Arab oil states 
Something close to panic hit 
the money markets recently 
when the Arabs announced their 
intention to shift their funds to 
Arab banks, despite the specific 


statement that the transfer 
would be gradual. Soviet 
ideologists speculated gleefully 
that the long-awaited collapse of 
capitalist financial institutions 
was at hand — with the threat 
coming not from a mob outside 
the gates, but from their own 
rich clients newly endowed with 
a sense of collective purpose. 


But there is no reason to 
assume malicious intent among 
the Arab oil financiers — quite 
the contrary — and a conclusion 
more straightforward than 
economic apocalypse can be 
drawn: Over the coming years, 
the Arab states are far more like­ 
ly to restrain their oil production 
than go on accumulating funds 
or declining value that they 
didn't need in the first place. 
Their motivation would not 
have to be political — as it was 
last October — but rather a show 
of economic good sense. 


World monetary crisis would 
be alleviated, following this line 
of reasoning, but only at the cost 
of perpetuating the world energy 
crisis. There is, of course, an 
answer to both the world must 
finally learn to live with less oil.
